2. WOOL.

The British Government has entered into a contract with the Commonwealth to purchase 
the wool clips of Australia for the duration of the war and one year thereafter. The agreed 
average price for seasons 1939-40 to 1941-42 was 10'75d. sterling or .13'4375d. Australian 
Currency, per lb. This price was increased to-12'3625d. sterling or 15°4531d. Australian 
Currency per Ib., commencing with the 1942-43 clip.
